hands of a tyrannical Supreme Court and return it to the People 
of Maryland, as provided by the 10th Amendment to the United 
States Constitution." 

This Bulletin continues that this Crusade will be handled 
exclusively by the Political Action Division of the Maryland 
Petition Committee, and that during the next 19 months, authorized 
representatives will cover the entire State and solicit Freedom 
Dollars "from anyone and everyone In favor of separate schools 
for the white and Negro races." This Bulletin Is quoted in part 
as follows:

July 29, 1957, which stated an Ellendale, Delaware, man stole 
the spotlight at a Maryland anti-integration meeting on July 28, 
1955. This article identified this man as NELSON W. ABBOTT and 
stated he was described as the most outspoken foe of Integration 
at the meeting of the Dorchester County residents opposed to 
letting Negroes attend white schools. The article reported 
that ABBOTT told the 100 persons at the session that he 
hoped Delaware school boardSi»would ignore the order of the state 
Board of Education to submit integration plans, by August 15 . 

It said ABBOTT identified himself as a member of the National 
Association for the Advancement of White People, the group 
formed by BRYANT BOWLES > according to this article. 

This article quoted ABBOTT as saying: "we had them (Negroes) 

in our schools, and the courts got them out. Our local school 
boards have been handed down an ultimatum that they must have 
their reports in by August 15 for speedy integration. I hope 
enough of our local school boards .will ignore the mandate of the 
state school board to keep our schools as they are." 

The records of the Superior Court of Kent County, Dover, 

Delaware, reviewed on September 1, 1955, reflected that 
NELSON ABBOTT was one of the defense witnesses appearing in 
the Superior Court oh July 25, 1955# in connection with trial 
of BRYANT W. BOWLES by the State of Delaware on two charges of 
violation of the school laws of the State of Delaware. 

On September 14, 1955# the first source referred to previously, 
advised he had obtained information to the effect that NELSON 
W. ABBOTT, Ellendale, Delaware, called the public meeting of the 
NAAWP, which was held at the Harrington Airport, Harrington, 
Delaware, on August 21, 1955# and which was attended by 
approximately 3000 people. This source said he also obtained 
information to the effect' that BRYANT BOWLES, President of the 
NAAWP, and CONDE MC GINLEY, the editor of the newspaper 
Common Sense published in the state of New Jersey, were 
prominent on the platform at this meeting.. He stated information 
available, to, him Indicated the meeting was ostensibly called to 
oppose desegregation, but the emphasis was placed on anti-Semitism 
at the’ meeting and that thousands of copies of the publication 
Common Sense were distributed gratis at the meeting.

The Morning Sun newspaper, Baltimore, Maryland, carried an 
article on July 29, 1955, entitled "INTEGRATION HIT BY DELAWARE 
MAN. This article set forth information concerning a meeting 
of group of Dorchester county citizens held at Hurlock, Maryland, 
on. July 28, 1955. This article described NELSON ABBOTT of 
Ellendale, Delaware, as the only person present who was 
outspoken against integration. The article quoted ABBOTT 
as saying "you have as much right to separate schools as any 
place in the deep South. Keep on with your group. You are 
going about it the right way. No politician can ever deny the 
people's wishes when they are in a large group. We had them 
(Negroes) in our’ (Delaware) schools, and the courts got them; 
out. Our local school boards have been handed down an ultimatum 
that they must have their reports in by August 15 for speedy 
integration. I hope enough of our local school boards will 
ignore the mandates of the state School Board to keep our 
schools as they are. we feej that we cannot allow anyone to 
tell us that we have been wrong all these years and are not 
good Christians and good Americans. Keep going and keep trying." 


The Sussex Countlan weekly newspaper, Georgetown, Delaware, 
carried an article" on December 15, 1955# concerning an organization 
meeting of the Sussex County Mental Health Association held 
December 8, 1955. The article indicated this meeting was held 
to organize a Sussex County association of the Mental Health 
Association, which was described as an association having nearly 
all 48 states represented, consisting of volunteers from the 
general public and entirely apart from any Governmental body or 
hospital management, and having for its purpose volunteer services 
to patients of state institutions. This article stated that at 
the point when the meeting was opened for discussion NELSON W. W 
ABBOTT, Ellendale, Delaware, rose and spoke against the national. * 
set-up of the organization, stating that It had become 
Communist-infiltrated. The article stated .ABBOTT had literature 
attacking the national association.

The article said ABBOTT later stated that he appeared at the 
meeting only as a private citizen and member of "We the people" 
and' had not officially represented them. 


The Wilmington Morning News newspaper, Wilmington, Delaware, 
carried an article on June 29* 1950* concerning a mass meeting 
of more than 1,000 citizens held at Milton, Delaware, on 
June 28, 1956, in connection with the segregation issue in 
that school. This article stated NELSON ABBOTT of Ellendale, 
Delaware, spoke to the group and advised Milton citizens *not to 
ask their school board to resign as a body since this would "leave 
the Milton School District at the mercy of the State School 
Board." The article stated ABBOTT suggested the formation of 
a States' Rights Council to support Senator WALTER J. HOEY, as 
a candidate for Governor. The article said ABBOTT stated .during 
his speech that all integrationists are "left-wingers" as far 
as he is concerned.

beginning of his talk acknowledged the presence of both Congress 
on Racial Equality (CORE) and National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) members. Mr. 

WEIDEMEYER told these people they were welcome to stay if they 
■ wanted to learn the truth. Mr. WEIDEMEfER went on to say that 
if they were there to agitate or cause trouble then they should 
leave now. 


Mr. WE3LEMEYER then announced the purpose of the 
meeting was to organize an Anne Arundel County Citizens Council. 
The purpose of the council, according to Mr. WEIDEMEYER was 
to promote states rights and to fight for the rights of the

white race. In doing this, Mr. WEIDEMEYER said, they were 
against the Civil Rights Bill, against LYNDON B. JOHNSON, against 
the Fourteenth Amendment, against the Supreme Court, against 
integration and against minority pressure groups who were for 
these things. Mr. WEIDEMEYER acknowledged the role of Governor 
WALLACE in the movement. 

Mr. WEIDEMEYER then related the historical background 
which has created the need for organization of Citizens Councils. 
Mr. WE3DEMEYER said that the Fourteenth Amendment was ratified 
illegally after the Civil War. Mr. WEIDEMEYER then cited several 
early Supreme Court decisions on the Fourteenth Amendment which 
interpreted the meaning as separate but equal facilities. 


Mr. WEIDEMEYER went on by saying that public officials 
in general prove they are spineless Jellyfish by not adhering 
to this early definition of the Fourteenth Amendment. The decision 
as rendered by the Warren dominated Supreme Court in 1954, he said, 
was incorrect . 

Mr. WEIDEMEYER said this decision, as well as 
the Civil Rights agitation was the result of minority group 
propaganda. This minority group, according to Mr. WEIDEMEYER 
has kept up such a barrage of propaganda that they with the 
help of the press and spineless public officials are taking 
our American rights away from us. Their Intention, Mr. 

WEIDEMEYER said, is to destroy our constitutional form of 
government thereby taking our freedom away from us. Mr. 

WEIDEMEYER cited as an example of their propaganda the 
police brutality charges which are made when police officers 
are simply doing their duty. 

Mr. WEIDEMEYER summed his talk up by stating the 
need for an organization like the Citizens Council. He 
asked everybody to Join, work, contribute and vote. 

The next speaker was J03EHJ,WcHELL, theJEleld 
Director of the Citizens Councils of America. Mr. MITCHELL 
6utiined*'the purpose' and advantages of affiliation with a 
national organization. Mr. MITCHELL indicated that there were 
representatives at the meeting from other local councils.

Mr. HOLLIS, Executive Director of the Citizens 
Councils of America was the next speaker. He indicated 
that he was travelling each day all over the country and he gave 
the impression that the movement was growing by leaps and bounds. 
Mr. HOLLIS then stated clearly that the time had come for the 
people present who did not want to join the Council to leave the 
meeting. Approximately 50 people left. 

Mr. HOLLIS then instructed his helpers to hand out 
the • membership applications . Mr. HOLLIS went over the 
applications point by point reading each point aloud and asking 
the audience to join In with him in this reading. During this 
time about 100 people left. 

When Mr. HOLLIS had just about finished reading the 
application the CORE and NAACP people rose as a group, 
approximately 75 People, and started leaving. They created 
the impression that the meeting was over, and all but about 
75 people were left in the hall. Very few of these people seemed 
to be handing in membership applications. 

The second source while at the meeting picked up 
some literature which indicated that the "Citizens Council" 
that was referred to during the meeting as the National 
organization, was located in the "Plaza Building, Jackson, 
Mississippi." 


The second source advised that the account of the 
above meeting which appeared In the Baltimore Sun on 
September 23, 1964, minimized the number of persons in 
attendance by indicating that there were only about 400 
rather than 500 and exaggerated the number of Integrationists 
present by stating thait there were close to 200 of them present 
rather than about 75- The second source stated that he physically 
counted the number of seats In the Armory and also made a physical 
count of the integrationists at the time they, were leaving the 
Armory at the end of the meeting.
